111. Father Spaldln;: <()ni(»s from a 
dstinculshcd Kentucky family who 
liaM' piven many nons and dan>;hters 
to reliKious orders In Ihe CnthoHi 
eliuii'h. au'l many of them lia\e 
achie\ei! disLiiuUioii as aul'iors and 
iu h!L^)i erclesiaftlcal iihucs.

. ^ voted his remarks to the nooeaslly 
reMglous education being taught 
in connection with an education of 
the mind, and said In part: 

I hold that the State should con- 
tinue to support and regulate those 
achools where no religion is taught, 
and to provide such schools for 
thoFc children whose i>arentB object 
to toMglouB educatloii: that the 
State should sup)>ort those schools 
where religion Is taught, and provide 
su<'.h scliools for those children 
whose parents desire a religions edu-

kinds of sihools in regar<i to tlie 
Quaiificttion of teacher.'; and the 
standard of studies, 

I am told that many organizations 
which have pbllantbropjr as ttaair 
watchword restrict this exercise of 
oharity to'lbeir own members. I 
would not have you Imitate such a 
model. I would have your c-harity 
as unlMtinded as the love of Christ, 
as the solicitude of the church. 
While in .voiir membership you must 
have certain iiiles and requlroments, 
1 would not have you glory In the 
honor of exclnsivenetis I would 
not have your <harity confined ro 
your limited circle; it should he as 
Itroad and universal as ithat of 
Wirlat, who pitied the poor and 
"ntaleoted, who ministered t.o the siif- 
fen&g. who In humility washed the 
feet of his disciples. I would call 
tipon yon as individuals and as mem- 
bers of your council to take an 
active part In every religious and 
eivic movement for the benefit of 
the cliurc.h and country.

is a principle with them to shelter

Two gbneratlons ago we were a 
!>ligloue .pwple; today the child is 
rowing uii without l.lie knowledge 
L>f CtoA, without a knowle<lge of the 
V>lble. The child's rellgioiiK educa- 
lon is being neglected and (he i hild 
If tiMlay i.s the man or woman of 
Vmii'iitow a system of education 
en elat)orated on the wrong 
]u- that the educated person 



would be a moral person. This sys- 
tem Is all but perfect In the training 
of the Intelleot; but It Calls in the 
education of the moral life of the 
flhild. And failing in this vital imrt 
it sends ithe child Into the world un- 
prepared to cope with temptation: 
unversed in the principles of moral- 
ity; as the result of our system of 
education we have In half a century 
beix)me Indifferent in religious mat- 
ters. We must give religious train- 
ing to the child. Now in solving 
this problem there is only one 
method and that is for the State to 
pay for all schools. As Catholics we 
are not asklnc the State and will 
not ask It for nraney for religious 
purposes. We have bad too mncb 
of State and Church or of State 
churches where priests are paid serv- 
ants of the State: but It Is only Csir 
for us to ask for our own money 
for our own child. Provided we 
come up fo the standard of other 
schools In the various hranohes of 
study, theie can bo no ohje<.tion fo 
our teaching the children some re- 
ligion. If will make them better 
citizens and the State will gain 
rather than lose. The time has 
come for you fo go before the voters 
of this land and ask for your own 
money for your own children: It is 
absolutely unjust for you to pajr a 
double tax. bet otbara huild their 
sr4-ools as you bave done and let the 
SUie pay tbem their pro rata. Ton 
ask no one for his money, you ask 
for your own; and If you put this 
before the American people their 
Bon«<> of Justice will prompt them to 
give you what is rightfully yours. 

Von can do nothing unless your 
rv<8 88 individuals are in con- 
forin'tv with the teachings of the 
church: nnle.«.s you kee.i> the com- 
mandments, unless you )iray, unless 
you sanctify yourselves hy frequently 
aipproaohing the sacraments, those 
obannels of the grace of Ood. If 
your heart is the abode of sin, if 
your Hps are soiled hy .profane or 
Indecent language, If in your private 
or public life you are a scandal to 
your Protestant neighbors, vain will 
be your hope of being an auxiliary 
in the church of God for good. You 
Nvlll frustrate the noble ends of the 
asi'octatlon.
